Be it enacted by the Legislative, Assenibly of the State cf. Oxeqon: 
Section 1. That the iohabitaits of the town of La Grande 


and their successors, within the following limits,‘sre hereby 
declared a body politic and incorporate by the riame and style 
of the town of La Grande. 

Sec. 2. The limits of said town shall be as follows : -Com- 
mencing (20) twenty chains south, and (40) forty chains east 
from the southeast corner of section seven in town three south 
and range thirty-eight east of the Willamette meridian, thence 
one mile due west, thence one. mile north, thence one mile 
east, thence one mile south, to the place of beginning. 

SEC. 8. Said town shall have power to purchase, use, 
sell or dispose of property, real or personal ; to make contracts, 
to sue and be sued, to have and use a common seal, and to 
change the same at pleasure. 

Sec. 4, The officers of said town shall be a president and 
six trustees ; a recorder, who shall be ex-officio clerk of the 
common council and assessor; a marshal, who shall be ex- 


officio collector of taxes, and a treasurer, who shall hold their 


offices until their successors are elected and qualified. 


Sec. 5. Said officers shall be elected by the qualified elec- 
tors of said town, on the first Monday of March of each year, 
ag provided in section six of, this act: Provided, that no per- 
son shall be entitled to vote at any municipal election who 
has not resided within the limits of said town thirty days next 
precediug the election, and who shall have refused or neglect- 
ed to pay any town fine or tax legally assessed against him ; 
Provided, such payment has been legally demanded of him at 
least twenty days before such election 

Sec. 6, The officers of said town shall hold their offices 
for the term of two years, and until their successors are elect- 
ed and qualified ; except as provided in this section ; at the 
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first meeting of the common council after the first electian, 
they shall provide for dividing the tYustees elected into two 
classes; the first elass of which shall hold their‘ offices for the 
term of two yeas, and those of the second class for the term 
of one year; and shall provide that oue-half of the trustees of 
said town shall be chosen every year; the recorder, marshal

and the use of candles, lamps and other lights in shops, sta- 
bles and all other places; to prevent, remove or secure any fire 
place, stove or -other apparatus, which may be dangerous in 
causing fires; to regulate and prescribe the manner of building 
partition walls and fences; to prevent the running at large of 
animals, and the discharge of file-arms in said town; ta appro- 
priate for any items of town expenditures, aud to provide for

When a person shall be convicted of a criminal 
offence under any of the ordinances of said town, and shall be 
adjudged to pay a fine and cost, and shall fail to pay the

Levi Rowland, William Dawson, Daniel Holman and fourteen 
others to be by them elected, and their successors, are hereby 
declared a body politic and corporation in law, by the name 
and style of the President and Trustees of Christian College. 
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Sec. 9. "That section three of said act, be and the same is 
hereby repealed, and the following enacted in lieu thereof: 
SEC. 3. That the corporation concerns of said Christian 


- College, shall be managed by themselves as a board, consist- 


ing of twenty-five members ; the said board shall divide them- 
selves into three classes, The term of office of the first, class 
expires in two years, the second in four years and the third in 
six years; aud thereafter each class shall hold its term of 
office for six years.

An act to authorize the city of Portland to open, lay out and widen 
streets and. alleys, and to appropriate private property therefor. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Oregon: 


Section 1. That the common council of the city of Port- 
land has power and authority within the city, whenever it 
deems it expedient, to open, lay out, establish and widen 
streets and alleys, and to appropriate private property for 
that purpose. - 

Sec. 2, Whenever the council shall deem it expedient to 
lay out and establish or widen a sireet or alley, it shall direct 
the city su: veyor to survey such proposed new street or alley, 
or such widened street or alley, as the case may be, and to 
mark the boundaries thereof, and to make his report con- 
taining a plat of the survey of such street or alley, aud a full 


' and perfect description of such street or alley and the bound- 


aries thereof, and of the portion of each lot or part thereof to 
bé appropriated for auch street or alley, to the council, which 
report, when so made, if satisfactory to the council, shall be 
adopted by an ordinance embodying such report. The city 
surveyor shall make such survey, and report within twenty 
days from the time the same is ordered, unless the council .. 
grant further time. ` 
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SEC. 3. Thereafter, and within thirty days from thé adop- 
tion of such report, the council shall appoint three disin- 
terested freeholders of the city of Portland, no kin to any 
owner or peison intérested in any property to be appropri- 
ated, possessing the qualifications of jurors of the circuit court 
of the county of Multnomah, to view such proposed street 
and make an assessment of damages and benefits, as provided 
in the next following section of this act; and shall assign a 
day and place for them to meet, and shall cause a notice to 
be given, by publication in some daily newspaper published 
iu the city of Portland, of the appointment of such viewers, 
with their names and the time and place appointed for them 
to meet, and specifying with convenient certainty, the bound- 
aries and terminus of the proposed street or alley to be laid 
out, established or widened, as-the éase may be, and the 
boundaries and description of the private property to be ap- 
propriated for such purpose. 

SEC. 4. The auditor and clerk of the city shall immedi- 
ately, and at least five days before the time assigned for such 
meeting, cause such viewers to be notified of their appoint- 
ment, and of the time and place of meeting, and such viewers 
shall meet at tlie time and place designated, aud take an oath 
faithfully to discharge the duties assigued them, and shall then 
or on any other day to which they may adjourn, not exceed- 
ing one week, proceed to view the proposed street or alley, 
and to assess and determine how. much less valuable, if 
any, any lands, tenements, hereditaments or premises or any 
part thereof, through or over which, ór any part of which such 
street or alley is to be laid out, established or widened, will 
be rendered by the laving out, establishing or widening of such 
street or alley ; and if several parties have different estates or 
interests in any lots or parts thereof, or any improvements 
thereon, the damages which each of such persons will re- 
spectively sustain according to the rules of law in suits of par-

ing out, establishing or widening of stich street or alley in ex- 
cess of the damages which any such owner, lessee or other 
person interested will sustain by reason of the opening, lkying 
out, establishing or widening of any such street or alley, and

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of the value of the benefit and advantage of such street or 
alley.t. the respective owners, lessees or other persons inter- 
ested in any lands, tenements, hereditaments and premises not 
required for the purpose of opening, laying out, establishing 
or widening any auch street or alley, but fronting or to front 
thereon, or being at and within half the. distance of the next 
street or alley thereto, and also within one hundred feet of the 
houndary of the street or alley to be laid ont, established or 
widened on each side thereof, and which the said viewers shall 
deem to. be benefited by auch street or alley in respect to the 
respective estate and interest of said owners, lessees:and other 
persons respectively so interested, in any lands, tenements, 
hereditaments and piemises, and shall report such assessment 
to the next session of the council. The respective sums so 
assessed by the said viewers upon the owners, lessees or other 
parties in interest in the lands, tenementa and premises deem- 
ed by the said viewers to be benefitted by the opening, lay- 
ing out or widening of any street or alley, under the provisions 
of this act, shall be alien or charge upon the estate and in- 
terest of the respective owners, lessees and parties interested 
in such lands, tenements and premises for and on account of 
which the said respective sums shall be assesaed by the said 
viewers upon the said 1espective owners, lessees or other par- 
ties interested therein, and shall be entered on the docket of 
city liens in hke manner as assessments for street improve- 
ments in said city of Portland; and the said owners, leasees and: 
other persons interested as atoresaid, shall, moreover be res- 
pectively and severally liable to pay such assessment, and in 
case no appeal is taken as to any such assessment of benefits, 
the said assessment shall be paid to the treasurer of the said 
city of Portland, within ten days from the expiration of the 


-time limited for appeal, or the same shall be deemed delinquent, 


and thereupon, whenever the council so. order, shall be col- 
lected in hke manner as provided for the collection of delin- 
quent taxes by the act incorporating the city of Portland. All 
moneys arising from such assesament of benefits shall be kept 
in a separate fund, and be applicable to the satisfaction of the 
damages assessed to the owners and other persons interested 
in property taken for the purpose of laying out, establishing 
or widening the streets or alleya in which such benefits were 
assessed. ‘The liability to pay a tax, except the benefits pro- 
vided in this act to satisfy any such assessment of damages, 
shall not disqualify any person from serving ag such viewer. 
Sec. 5, If it shall appear to the council that the damages 
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assessed are unreasonable, or that the benefits assessed are 
insufficient in any respect. the council may set aside such 
view and order another view under the same regulations às 
provided in case of the first. view. The viewers shall receive 
as compensation for their services the same fees as referees in 
courts of record, to be paid by the city. 

SEC. 6. If no further view be ordered, the council shall, at 
the expiration of the time hereinafter limited for appeal, if xo 
appeal shall be taken, and immediately after judgment isrender- 
ed, if an appeal be taken, makean appropriation for the amount 
of damages, or damages and costs, as the case may be, assessed 
by such viewers, or by the jury on appeal against the city, 
and shall order warrants drawn upon the treasurer, payable 
out of a fund to be provided for that purpose, for the amount 
of damage or damages and costs assessed to the owner or 
owners, or other publie parties interested, in each lot or part 
thereof, or of the improvements thereon, in favor of the owner 
or owners, or other persons 1n interest, and as soon thereafter 
as the full amount of such appropriation shall be in the city 
treasury subject to such warrants, and the amounts respect- 
‘ively assessed shall be tendered to the parties entitled to the 

same, such propérty shall be deemed appropriated for the

That no. process of any court shall issue to compel any appro- 
priation for damages on the issuing of warrants for the same. 

Sec. 7. The owner or owners of any lot or part thereof, 
sought to be appropriated as aforesaid, or of the improve- 
ménts thereon, or any person having an interest therein, or 
any person against whom an assessment of benefits has been 
made, may appeal to the circuit court of the state of Oregon 
for the cóunty of Multnomah from such report and assessment 
of damages and benefits. Any number of persons may join 
in such appeal, and all appeals from such assessments shall 
be triéd as one action, and the only question to be determined 
by such appeal shall be tke. question of damages and benefits. 

SEC..8. An appeal shall be taken by serving a notice of 
appeal upon the mayor, auditor and clerk, or attorney of the 
eity, and filing an undertaking, with one or more sureties, 
who shall justify in the same manner as bail upon arrest in a 
civil action, conditioned that the appellant will pay all costs 
and disbursements that may be awarded against them on ap- 
peal, not exceeding three.hundred dollars, together with proof 
of the service of such notice, in the office of the clerk of the 
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circuit court, within twenty days from the adoption of the 
report of the viewers of the council. 

SEC. 9. Such appeal shall be deemed and be heard and 
determined, and the judgment thereon enforced, so far as 
practicable, in the same manner as an action ab law. "The 
jury shall view the proposed street or alley, the property to 
be appropriated and the property against which benefits are 
assessed, and proof of damages and bénefits may be introduced 
by the city and the appellants; the city shall be considered 
the plaintiff The jury shall assess and determine by their 
verdict low much less valuable, if any, each lot or part 
thereof, with the improvements, may be rendered by the lay- 
ing out, establishing o1 widening such street or alley, and 1n 
care of persons having different estates and separate interests 
in any lot or part thereof, or of the improvements thereon, 
shall apportion the same between them, and shall also assess 
and determine the value of the benefit and advantages, if any, 
of such street or alley so to be opened, laid out, established 
or widened, as the case may be, to the respective owners, 
lessees und other persons interested in any lands, tenements, 
hereditaments and premises, any part of which is required for 
the opening, laying out, establishing or widening of such 
street or alley, in excess of the damages which any such 
owner, lessee, or other peison interested will sustain by rea- 
son of the opening, laying out, establishing or widening of any 
such street or alley, and assess and determine the value of the 
benefit and advantage of such street or alley to the respective 
owners, lessees or other persons interested in any lands, tene- 
ments, hereditaments and premises not required for the pur- 
pose of opening, laying out, establishing or widening any such 
street or alley, but fronting or to front thereon, or being at 
and within half the distance of the next street or alley thereto,

Sec. 10. Ifthe appellants, or any of them; fail to recover 
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: greater damages, or to secure a more favorable assessment of- 
benefits, as the case may be, than were assessed by the view- 
ers, judgment shall be rendered against them and their sure- 
ties on the appeal bond, for their proportion of the costs of 
such appeal, to be paid pro rata, cecording to the amount of 
damages and benefits assessed; and in all cases against the 
appellants appealing from an assessment of benefits for the 
amount of benefits assessed by the jury against them, and 
against the city for the damages assessed to the owner or 
other person interested in any lands, tenements and premises, ` 
and for the costs of sueh appeal that are not adjudged against 
ihe appellant. 

Sec. 11. The same fees and costs shall be taxed and paid 
upon such appeal as are allowed in other actions. 

Src. 19. The power and authority granted to the council 
by this act is granted to the municipal corporation of the city 
of Portland to be exercised according to the provisions of the 
act creating such corporation, unless otherwise specially pro- 
vided herein. The power to approve and adopt the survey of 
any street, or alley, or to appropriate money as herein granted, 
must bé exercised by ordinance and not otherwise. 

SEC. 13. "The council may provide by ordinance any regu- 
lations as to the manner of opening, laying out, establishing 
and widening streets and alleys not in conflict with this act, 
and may provide by ordinance auything convenient and neces-

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Oregon :— 
Sec. 1. That the secretary of state be and he is hereby

A sum not exceeding one hundred thousand dol- 
lars is hereby appropriated and set aside, to constitute a sepa- 
rate fund to be known as the Commissioned Officers and Soldiers 
Relief Fund, for the purpose of paying a compensation to the 
soldiers of the companies of Oregon Volunteers raised in this state 
for the service of the United States, to aid in repelling myasion, 
oe open insurrection, enforcing the laws and protecting the

service. No non-commissioned oflicer or private shall be enti- 
tled to the benefit of thig act who shall not obtain an honorable 
discharge from the service, and no money shall be drawn from 
the fund hereby authorized and set apart, until he has been hon- 
orably discharged the service; Provded, however, that the 
monthly amount heicby appropriated may be drawn by such 
‘enlisted married men as have families depending upon them for 
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support, who shall have power to allot the whole or a portion of

After the term of enlistment shall have been served, or an 
honorable discharge ru to any commissioned offieer or 
enlisted man, a certified copy of this final statement shall be 
transmitted to the adjutant-general of this state, who shall cer- 
tify on the back of the same the amount due under this act to 
the person discharged, and the secretary of state shall draw bis 
warrant upon the treasurer of state for the amount so cortified, 
payable out of the fund thereby created, Provided, that in case 
a volunteer be discharged for disability that existed at tho time 
of his enlistment, he shall not be entitled to the benefit of this 
act. 

Sec. 5. To enable all concerned to avail themselves of the 
benefits of this act, muster out rolls of the respoctive companies 
of Oregon volunteers shall be duly filed in the adjutant-goneral’s 
office of this state, and a certified copy tHieréof filed in the office 
of the secretary of state.

of fifty dollars to be paid at the time of enlistment, and the

honorably discharged, or be discharged from disease or disability 
which existed, or which followed from causes existing and con- 
cealed before enlistment, such allowance of bounty herein pro- 
vided for shall cease at the date of such discharge; and in case 
the term of service expire by the conelusion of the war, and the 
quota of this state be mustered out before the end of three years, 
then the whole amount of such bounty remaining shall become 
due and-payable. . 

Sec. 3. In computing and allowing the bounty to be paid 
under this act, the following scale shall be adopted: All per- 
sons enlisting before the first day of January, 1865, shall be 
entitled to receive the first payment after enlistment on the first 
day of January, 1865 ; all persons enlisting after the first day of 
January, 1865, shall be entitled to receive the’ first payment 
after enlistment, whenever the company in which they have 
enlisted shall have been mustered into the service. 

Sro. 4. To carry into effect the foregoing provisions of this 
act, the adjutant general is hereby authorized to procure and 
shall provide all necessary blank master rolls, pay rolls, registers, 
allotments, certificates, power of attorney, and such other blanks 
and books as may be requisite and necessary, at the expense of 
the state, and shall furnish the same with suitable instructions, 
to the respective officers of command, whose duty it shall be to 
make returns of the same, at proper time, to-the office of the 
adjutant general of this state; dnd the adjutant general is 
hereby authorized to make such rules and regulations, and issue 
proper instructions to such officers, as will enable the soldiers 
under their command, effectively to obtain the benefits, and to 
carry out the provisions of this act. 

Szo. 5. The payment of bounties at the time of enlistment 
shall be made upon the certificate of the officer mustering in the 
enlisted men; and the secretary of state is hereby authorized and 
required to draw his warrants for the amount of such bounties, 
payable out, of the soldiers’ bounty fund, upon presentation to 
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him of such certificates by the person in whose favor it is given, 
attested by the signature of the commanding officer of the com- 
pany or regiment in which such soldier has been enlisted, coun- 
tersigned by the adjutant general of this state. : 


Seo, 6. The governor, adjutant general and treasurer of state, 
are hereby appointed and constituted a board of examiners, 
whose duty it shalt be to examine, audid, and allow all claims 
for payments of bounty after enlistment under the provisions of 
sections 1,2 and 4 of this act, in favor of the parties legally 
entitled thereto; and the secretary of state is hereby authorized 
and required to -draw his warrants in favor of the person, res- 

ectively, to whom such allowances shall be mude by such 
board, for the sums respectively allowed, to be paid out of the 
soldier's bounty fund. All demands against such fund shall be 
presentéd to the board herein constituted, through the adjutant 
general’s office, under such rules as may be prescribed.by them; 
and no moneys shall be drawn out of the soldjer's bounty fund, 
except as provided in this net. ' . 

Sec. 7. For the purpose of paying tho bounties hereinbefore 
provided for, the sum of two hundred thousand dollars 1s hereby 
appropriated and set aside as hereinafter provided for, or sò 
much thereof as may be needed shall be set apart by the treas- 
urer of state, and constitute a separate fund, to be designated as 
the “soldiers’ bounty fund." 

All liabilities created by this act shall be paid out of such 
fund, and the treasurer of state is hereby authorized and required 
to pay all warrants drawn upon the soldiers’ bounty fund, out 
of the moneys at any time in such fund, and none other. 


Sec. 8. For the purpose of carrying into effect the provivions 
of this act, and providing for the fund created by section 7 
thereof, the secretary of state of Oregon, shall, immodiately 
after the passage of this. act, cause to be prepared bonds of the 
state, to the amount of one hundred thousand dollars, in sume as 
hereinaftor provided for, redeemable at tho office of the treasurer 
of the state, on the first day of July, 1884. The said bonds shall 
. bear interest, payable semi annually, at the rate of seven per 
centum per annum, from the date’ of their isaue, which interest, 
shall be due and payable at the office of the treasurer of atate, 
on the first day of January and July of each year, provided, That 
the first payment ‘of interest shall not be made sooner than the 
first day of July, 1865. The said bonds shall be signed by the - 
governor, and countersigned by the secretary, and indorsed by 
the treasurer of the state, and shall have the seal of state affixed 
thereto; and such bonds shall be issued ‘from time to time by 
order of the governor, a8 may be required by the provisions of 
this act. The expense of preparing such bonds shall be paid 
out of the general fund of the state. — | — 

Sro. 9. Coupons for the interest shall be attached to each 
bond, consecutively numbered, and signed by the treasurer of

state; and it shall be the duty of the secretary and treasurer of 
state, each to keep a separate record of all such bonds as may 
be issued, showing the number, date and amount of each bond, 
and to whom the same was issued. í 

Sro 10. On production of certificate, as prescribed in section 
3, 4 and 5 of this act, the secretary of state 18 hereby authorized 
and required to draw his warrant for the amount of such boun- 
ties on the treasurer of the state, and the-treasurer of the state 1s 
hereby authorized and required to issue, on delivery to him of 
such warrant, a bond of the amount due such claimant, payable 
to the recipient or order. k 

Seo. ll. For the payment of the principal and interest of 
the bondsissued under this act, there shall be levied and collect~ 
ed. annually, until final payment or redemption of the same, and 
in the same manner as other revenue is, or may be directed by 
law to be levied and collected, upon all real and personal property 
taxable in this state, a tax of one mill on the dollar of valu- 
ation of such property in addition to the taxes for general state 
purposes, and the fund derived from this tax shall be set apart 
and applied to the payment of the interest accruing on the bonds 
herein provided for, and the final redemption of the principal of 
said bonds; and the faith of the state of Oregon is hereby pledged 
for the payment of the bonds issued by virtue of ths act, and 
the interest thereon, and, if necessary, to provide other and 
ample means for the payment thereof. 

Src. 12. Whenever, on the first day of January or July, 
1865, or upon the first day of January or July in any subsequent 
year, there shall remain a surplus, after the payment of the in- 
terest as hereinbefore provided, of ten thousand dollars or more 
in the fund created by section 7 of this act, it shall be the duty 
of the treaserer to advertise in one newspaper published in each 
of the cities of Salem, Portland, Dalles and Jacksonville, for 
sealed proposals for tho surrender of bonds issued under the 
provisions of this act. He shall state in each advertisement the 
amount of money on hand applicable to the redemption of bonds, 
and he shall aecept such proposals, at rates not exceeding par 
value, as may redeem the greatest number of bonds, until the 
amount of cash on hand for redemption is exhausted. 


Sec. 13. Full and particular account and record shall be kept 
by the treasurer of the condition of the fund collected in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this act, open at all times to the 
inspeetion of the governor and secretary of state, and of any 
committee appointed by the legislaturo or any branch thereof. 

Sxc. li. It shall be the duty of the treasurer of this state 
to make arrangements for the payment of the interest of tho 
said bonds, when the same falla due; und in the event that the 
said interest fund should be insufficient, the said treasurer shall 
make up the deficiency. from the genoral fund, and in the event 
of the insufficiency of the general fund, the said treasurer is 
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authorized and required to make such contracts and arrange- 
ments as may be necessary for the payment of said interest 
and the protection of the credit of the state; and in case thore 
should at any time be in the fund created by this act, for the 
payment of said interest and the redemption of said bonds, any 
surplus moneys not needed for the payment of said interest and 
redemption of bonds, it shall be the duty of the treagurer of 
State to transfer such surplus moneys to the general] fund of 
this state. " 

, Sec. 15. Said bonds shall be redeemed and the interest paid 
in the gold and silver coin of the United States. 

-Sxc. 16. Inasmuch, as there 18 an urgent necessity for raising 
volunteers in this state, immediately, this law shali be in force 
from and after its passage. :
